This is an account of the investigation conducted by John Fanning into the unScout- 
iike conduct of Scoucer, Bobby Judd. The dare of this transcription is November 
27, 1981. 

Lac me say first that I had been tacitly warned to keep an eye on Bobby Judd before 
I ever came to the Calcasieu Area Council. Ross McGiii, who presently serves as 
Scout Executive of the Slue Grass Area Council headquartered in Lexington, EC/, 
told me while I was yet in Kentucky that he was surprised chat Bobby Judd is still 
involved in the Scouting program here. Mr. McGiii has served as a professional 
in che Calcasieu Area Council in the early 1960's, this having been his first pro- 
fessional assignment. He stated that Bobby had served on the camp staff while he 
was at camp and reluctantly told me that Bobby had been an exhibitionist at camp 
while he was a youth staff member. McGiii implied hue did not state that there 
might be a tendency toward homosexual acts. Upon my arrival in the council, X 
immediately made the acquaintance of Mr. Judd and bag an to observe his conduct. 

My first real indication that a problem might exist cccured during the summer camp 
season of 1979, when 3obby sponsored an event which was known and advertised among 
the staff as a "staff party". X later discovered that this staff party was in fact 
an opportunity for all of the younger staff members to go to Bobby's heme and there 
to participate in the drinking of alcoholic beverages, occasionally to the extent 
that the staff members became inebriated, tt also came co my attention at that 
cine that certain staff members were leaving camp after the conclusion of their 
duty hours and in the company of Mr. Judd were going to the town of OeQaincy and 
occasionally to Lake Charles to procure what: was ax: chac tisie described to me as 
beer , but which I later discovered to be other al echo lie beverages as well, and 
that they would imbibe these beverages before they returned co camp, arriving there 
occasionally in an inebriated condition. I discover ac chat very often these same 
scarf members were unable co conduct their normal scarf duties on the following day 
and would occasionally be too ill to perform .any duties at ail. X spoke co our 
Camp Director, Carl Cummins, about this problem and he agreed to talk wich Bobby 
a ecu- it an do everything he could to stop the ac civ icy.

I thought very little of this 
because it seemed to me to be just a boyish prank, but as I discovered mor* in- 
formation regarding the matter I soon found that it was more malicious in character 
than I had supposed. I informed the Camp* Director, Mr. Cummins, as well as the 
program director, Cliff Hazel, that during the 19S1 camping season there would be 
no staff parties advertised as such, I seated that r could not control what Bobby 
Judd did at his own home, and that I wanted no young staff member to be deceived 
into chinking that the staff parry was an innocent affair (as had been the case 
during the past two years I had been here). The staff party did cease to the best 
of my knowledge, but the departures from camp for che purpose of buying alcoholic 
beverages under the auspices of Hobby Judd did not cease, in fact, starting with 
summer camp 1981, had become increasing frequent. The element, which I found to 
be most objectionable, was chat several heretofore innocent young men had been 
brought into the picture while several of th^^^^r boys haa^eparted from Judd*s 
^program. X was particularly concerned that | ||0 r | I^HHIHV '^^^H 
^| f^had been brought into the circle of 3obby's closest associates and had, 
according to information which I was given, participated with him in these drink- 
ing activities. I knew chat chese three boys were ail under the age at which 
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they could legally obtain alcoholic beverages and consequent:!'/ mace the assumption, 
which was later corroborated, chat the beverages were being procured by Mr. Judd 
for them. On every instance when X asked, X was informed that beer was the onlv 
beverage being thus procured. 

It later became apparent however that such was indeed not the case. My invest- 
igation of this matter began in serious ernes t during the 1931 Cub Dad weekends 
(March - April, 1981} upon which I was informed that some of these young men had 
appeared in the kitchen in the morning too ill to do their work and* seme of them, 
although assigned to the kitchen, had not appeared in the kitchen at all until 
the middle of the afternoon. The Cub Dad weekends are alwayshela^rior to summer 
camp. I observed that following the summer camping season, ^^S^^^^| who had 
been a frequent participant with Bobby Judd in all activities at camp, was no 
longer a frequent participant with Mr. Judd. I wondered why this was" so, but did 
not attach great sicnificiar.ee to it until X interviewed If^YiM on two separate 
occasions on November 24 and 25, 1981. ' 

Xn addition to the observations and investigations which X conducted personally, 
X have spoken with the following individuals regarding their knowledge of this 
entire matter: Jim Bolin^ouroresent Camp Ranger; our form er Camp Rang er, 3111 
Peeper; Carl Cummins; ^^^^6117 Dean; Scott Deason; j |lM|/H 

V IPHI and^^^j^^M^M. In addition to interviewing these 
individuals X also spoke with Council President, Voris King, and Council Commis- 
sioner, Truman Stacey, regarding the investigation whi;h was in progress. Mr. 
Stacey offered valuable comment regarding our responsibility in situations of 
moral turpitude such as this, while Mr. King cautioned me to fully document all 
of the information which X received, 

X will now proceed with a discripcicn, as complete as possible, of the information 
received from each of the individuals heretofore mentioned. 

Both from Jim 3ciin and 3iil Pepper, X received verification of the fact that 
boys were leaving camp in the company of Bobby Judd and that they were not re- 
turning to camp until the early hours of the morning. The two rangers verified 
that this was a frequent occurance rather than an infrequent one, occur ing nearly 
always when Bobby Judd was in camp. 

From Carl Cummins X received information regarding who the boys were that were 
going withBobby Judd as well as verification of the intoxicated condition the 
boys as they returned to camp on several occasions* 

Incidental, but supporting this, is the fact that several of our office girls, 
specifically 3etty Menge, Mandy Mora, and Paula Farmer, had indicated to me that 
they had seen certain individual boys too ill early in' the morning to participate 
in their regular ily assigned duties. 

gave me more information regarding this matter than anyone else, 
names of individuals for me and gener ally putting me in the trocar direc- 
tion to conduct the investigation. P^Jg^J latest and most vital piece of in- 
...formation came during Monday and Tuesday of £14- week, November 23 and 24, when he 
tol d, me that he had actually witnessed homosexual relation between 3obby Judd and 
^^■■■■Bl^ the cook shack at Camp Cdgewcod on Saturday evening preceeding our 
interview. He said that he both saw in the dimness and heard the' iengthv and 
complete homosexual activity that evening in the cook shack. X asked "him why they 
had done this thing in his presence, and he said that he assumed that thev believed 
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him to he asiee-p since they had come into the building very quielty, had not 
turned or. the lights, had gone to be d and dene the thing that he reported. 

to say, *rt-*te both Bobby Judd and ^^j ^fiBflBB yere in the same bed,* I asked 
Tif he had been a participanc in this activity, spec ificall y the homosexual 
activity an d also the drinking activity of that nighw and JJJ answersc me, 
"Gcd l\oi'\ Ift ffi^B also told me that acbby Judd apparently owns a part interest 
in a gay bar in Lake Charles on Pu jo Street called "Loose Ends.** He told me that 
Bobby had cosigned notes of the individual who opera cas the bar, wnich notes 
stipulate if they are defaulted upon 3obby will continue the payment but will 
become the owner of the bar as well as the owner of a luxury car which was 
ourchaced by one of the bar managers or owners* It is at this bar that 
Ira^Cre^B ^ ^ Zcbby Judd have been seen in association with one another in the 
ear^^iours of the morning fas early as 4 AM) by several people. I have no 
substantiation of the alleged fact that Bobby Judd has cos igned this no ta.hu t that 
should not be difficult to prove, should the need anise. f^^^^^J sn&n « - 
ficaiiy requested that he not be named as a principle in this investigation if 
at all aossibla. 



Xn spewing with Kelly Dean about this matter, he substantiated the fact that boys 
have frequently left camp in the com ny of 3chby Judd but that he was unable to 
determine what tine they returned since he was a sound sleeper. He indicated that 
it appeared to him that they were out drinking but that he could not substantiate 
that. Kelly told me this has been going on for quite some time and his comment 
was that he feels that we can make the practice stop Lf we will cut the root, 
which is 3obby Judd. Kelly indicated to me that his greatest anxiety concerning 
this matter is that he did not come forward sooner with the information because 
he feels that such action is very detrimental to rhe Scouting program and that 
should the details of this matter be discovered it would be very unpleasant for 
Scouting. Kelly stated that the Scouting program is a great love of his, and 
that he is sorry that this sort of thing went on, but* that it is now necessary 
to and it.

When I probed this matter |5?3?56| said that he just had a bad feeling about this 
situation and would really prefer not see 3cbby anymore. 



"*I spoke to J j^iai^ ^ SSM who also confirmed that drinking has occu red a s heretofore 

described and that he had been a participant in this activity. HI specifically 
deaniec that he had had any homosexual relationships with Bobby Judd. ^^^^m 
stated that he had discontinued his practice of coming to camp with Bobby Judd 
following the 19S1 summer camping season because he was sure that Bobby's activ- 
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After November 27th, subsequent to all of the foregoing information, I have met 
with several additional oerple on the matter of Bobby Judd. 

The first of those with whom 1 met was Oonnie Dees of Jennings, La. Connie in- 
formed me that he had been involved in an investigation of homosexual activities 
^between a boy in his troop and Bobby Judd in 1967 and that in his opinion the 
complicity of Bobby Judd in his homosexual activity was confirmed* Dees stated 
that other persons involved the investigation included Wallace Stroud and 
Charles Litterai. At the conclusion of the investigation, Dees said, 3obby 
threatened to press legal charges and Wallace Stroud and Charles Litterai with- 
drew their support leaving- Dees "holding the bag". At that point, Lees decided 
not to pursue the investigation any further even though he had concluded that 
Bobby Judd was guilty. Dees stated that he could produce witnesses at the 
present time to the activity if it were necessary to do sc. 



Cn Wednesday, December 2, 1931,1 met w i th v<*<»««^:ua ggg of Welsh in my o ffice 

and informed him of the situation involving Sobby Judd. I suggested to E£ij |§ 
that the easiest way for us to conclude this matter would be to restrict Judd 
to his activities with his Troop 29 in Welsh while he rehibiiitated himself. I 
also told Mr. ^^^^Bthat I ha^asked his son | | to hold the troop together 

during this difficult period. 11111111 and I decided we would take this course of 
action and X subsequently, on December 7, 1981 visited the meeting of Troop 29 
at 5 EM at Welsh. While there, I informed 3obby Judd of cur decision and suggest- 
ed to him that he could retain the troop in Welsh until such tine as ^ag fe^^ jg^jj 

received his Eagle Scout award, following which he would have to resign from his 
position as Scoutmaster. I told Judd that I would inform the sponsors of the 
troop of his decision to resign for the purpose of patching up his unhappy family 
situation. Judd did not like this at all and we spent the entire meeting period 
discussing Judd's association with Scouting and with his family. I suggested that 
Bobby should work on correcting his family problem and if he were able to do this 
we ccuid talk mere at a later time about his coming back into Scouting;,. ...I was 
under the impression that Bobby Judd had agreed to do this.

has no intention of repenting of the evil of which he has dene. In fact, the 
situation involving | | and the drinking has become rauch worse. Jane Bobby 
have gone to the gay bar "Loose Ends' 1 more frequently since December 7th than 
thev did oreviously.
